It will be Interesting to 
see what, if any, opposition 
develops towards the pro- 
posed county building annex 
in Llbortyville when the 
county board gets around lo 
approving the construction. 

The Association of Cotlee- 
live taxpayers and others who 
have been fighting construc- 
tion of the new courthouse on 
tiie present county building 
site in Waukegan could justi- 
fiably protest the pian, since 
the building apparently will 
bo constructed without re- 
sorting to a referendum. l 

The county board, having 
learned from experience, it 
is lo be hoped, will probably 
proceed with the annex 
building or auxiliary building 
without going to the people 
for approval. 

It is safer to avoid a ref- 
erendum if possible, because 
the present mood of the peo- 
ple is to shun any additional 
services that smack even 
slightly of increased taxes. 

This is one of the major 
decisions facing all govern- 
ing bodies: lo have or not to 
have a referendum when 
planning capital expendi- 
tures. 

When a major project in- 
volves financing through a 
hond issue the officials are 
"faced with the fiscal fact that 
general obligation bonds gen- 
erally carry a lower interest 
rale than revenue bonds. 

As a rule, however, gen- 
eral obligation bonds cannot 
be issued without approval 
through a referendum where 
as the revenue bonds can be 
issued by city "council or 
county board action. 

In *I958 the county board 
asked approval for a bond 
issue to build a new court- 
house and when the voters 
turned thumbs down the su- 
pervisors looked about for 
another means of building 
the much-needed facility. 

This apparent flouting of 
the "will of the people" has 
been one of the main points 
of attack oh the proposed 
county building. 

Now the supervisors are 
faced with the same dilemma: 
Should we build the auxil- 
iary building wilh higher 
interest revenue bonds, try 
to build from current income 
which could jeopardize the 
sale of bonds for the main 
courthouse, or risk defeat at 
the polls by having a refer- 
endum? 

The board could turn to 
the county building commis- 
sion for the project, but this 
might arouse new opposition. 
* * * * 

The Lake County Liquor 
Control Commission is toy- 
ing with a new ordinance 
that would require tho licens- 
ing' of all bartenders. 

The license would have 
nothing to do with the bar- 
tender's ability to make a 
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with a normal collar or de- 
termine the age of a custom- 
er at a quick glance, but 
would insure that there arc 
no criminals or fugitives in 
the ranks of the mixologists. 

The" ordinance provides 
that the bartender must be 
finger printed and mugged 
and his record cleared by the 
Federal Dureau of Investiga- 
tion. 

Violation of a host of laws 
could result In suspension or 
revocation of the . license 
which in turn would deprive 
the bartender of his way of 
making a living. 

Since bartenders, like tav- 
ern owners and others in the 
business, arc virtually second 
class citizens, anyhow, con- 
siderable, support can prob- 
ably be rounded up for this 
latest invasion of privacy and 
example of police state phil- 
osophy. 

* But what happens when 
spmeone suggests clearing 
teachers, ministers, sales- 
men clothing store clerks, or 
druggists with the FBI? 

It might even reach a point 
where newspapermen or pub- 
lic office holders were sub- 
jected to the impersonal scru- 
tiny of the FBI punch cards. 

It seems from this corner 
that any dubious benefits to 
be gained by this discrimina- 
tory legislation would be 
more than offset by the new 
crack in the armor of every- 
day freedoms.

To win the kind 
of a victory that they are 
talking about, will require 
American armies on a largo 
scale fighting on n large 
scale, casualties on a large 
scale. If your solution for 
winning the war involves 
thousands upon thousands of 
casualties, then stop whining 
about the present losses of 
from ten to twenty a month. 
You. are not concerned with 
casualties. " „ 

- v So We land 500,000 men In 
Viet Nam. So we march Into 
the privileged sanctuaries In 
Laos and capture Hanoi, tit's 
going to require large occu- 
pational armies in each cap- 
tured area as we move for- 
ward.) Do wo march Into 
China next? To Humming'? 
To~jCsnton?-To-Hankow?— To. 
Peiping? How far do we 
march? Hovv long- do we 
stay? 

Is that what you mean by 
winning? . v Have you consid- 
ered the cost in money and 
blood? Or do you take the 
short cut and rip China apart 
with nuclear weapons? The 
only people urging either ac- 
tion are the frustrated, and 
frustration is a foundation of 
sand. 

- There aro other solutions. 
Charles DeGaulle and certain 
American senators' say that 
the only sensible course Is to 
withdraw. DeGaulle sayB 
that Southeast Asia Is In the 
Chinese sphere of influence, 
rind nothing we can do will 
change it. I am no more Im- 
pressed^ by this DcGaullo 
statement than I am by his 
policy in Europe and South 
America. Frankly, ( think 
that ho pushes French for- 
tunes at the expense of the 
U. S. all over the. globe. 

He might just possibly bo 
right for the long pull, but 
we are living In a present 
that has a considerable Influ- 
ence on the future. 

Were we to withdraw now, 
American influence in Asia 
would sink to zoro. The ef- 
fect of such action would not 
be confined to Vict Nam and 
Cambodia, and Thailand; the 
collapse of American prestige 
would affect immediately 
India and Japan and the 
Philippines. *We would give 
Red China a magnificent vic- 
tory at no expense. We can- 
not withdraw. 

That leaves us with, a pol- 
icy similar to the one we are 
now following. It is a mix- 
ture of power and bluff; It is 
part threat but that threat 
has the teeth of a tiger. It 
is our hope that wo can build 
a unified Soutlt Vict Nam 
capable of defending herself, 
and that by a mixture of dis- 
played force and diplomacy, 
we gain the necessary time.
